Pabis, May 12.— Sir Charles RusBell, 
continuing his remarks upon tho American 
arguments and the canting drivel indulged 
in by tho American counsel, said that tho 
Ameriaans claim the right of protection over 
seals wherever found, In view of the fact 
that no seizures were attempted outside of 
Leliring Sea, ho defended tho British com- 
missioners against partiality in justifying 
pelagic scaling, inasmuch as many Ameri- 
cans themselves showed that American 
legislation docs not prohibit sealing out- 
side of liehring Sea, as stated, and that 
the claim to property in free swimming ani- 
mule in tho ocean ia unprecedented. Ho 
spoke of tho claims made in past times by 
(ireat llrituin and Spain to dominion over 
vast areas, which did noL involvo property 
riqht. He showed that the protection 
asked for in these cases was necessary and 
involved tho dangerous elements of sourch, 
seizure and confiscation. No eminent 
American publicist supported tho United 
StateB 1 claim to dominion over all seals. 
He ([tinted Presidents Aogell, W'oolscy and 
Wellington, alto Professor Raynor and 
Stephen Stanton. 

Hon. Mr. Phelps said he hover heart 1 , of 
Raynor nor Stantou. 

After the preceding summary of tho case, 
Sir Charles Russell proceeded to tho argu- 
ments in detail, stating their order : First, 
facts connected with tho seizures ; second, 
consideration of the question of derivative 
right from Russia ; third, claim to property 
right. He. discussed the fiuestiouscf facta 
regurding seizures as submitted under 
Article 8, which he defined as : First, were 
seizures made? Second, under whoso 
authority '! Third, were seizures legally 
warranted 1 

Hon. Mr. Phelps here objected to what 
he called the irreievaucy of the discussion 
and the question as to the legality of tho 
eizurcs. After a desultory argument, tho 
tribunal decided to hear Sir Charles Rus 
sell's argument on the question of legality, 
subject to protest. 

Sir Charles recited events connected with 
the seizures, pointing out that no definite 
reason was assigned, except that in tho 
Dawson judgment three years after the out 
rage was committed. 

Sir Charles RubscII discussed the rights 
of Russia in Hshriug Sea under tho ;reatie8 
between Ruasi a and the United States aud 
between RusBia and Great Britain. Sir 
Charles contended that the treaties in ques- 
tion recognized merely territorial rights. 
He then went into an analysis of American 
statutes relating to liehring Son, and argued 
that tho statutes in question were territorial 
in their character, aud not applicable to 
foreigners. 

Sir Charles then read the Blaine-Salis- 
bury correspondence of 1800, In which the 
United States sought to justify the seizures 
on tho ground of territorial right dein*ed 
from Russia. He read Ulaine's admission 
that tho term " Pacitic ocean" used in tho 
Anglo Russian treaty included Behring Sea. 
Tho American Government had no ground 
of complaint against pelagic sealers, and he 
next recited the history of American legis- 
lation regarding Alasku, showing that in 
all statutes the terms used to designate the 
adjacent waters are indefinite, Congress re- 
fusing to adopt the bill introduced in 1885, 
which set out definitely the alleged bound- 
aries and territorial waters. Ho also re- 
ferred to the action of tho American repre- 
sentatives in tho Chamberlain- Bayard 
negotiations, where tho Americans insisted 
on tho application of tho threo-milo limit, 
eventually agreeing to accept certain bays 
for specified considerations. He next 
quoted Morgan, who signed the Senate 
minority report objecting to insistence) on 
tho three-mile limitation in view of possible 
contingencies on the Pacific coast, 

Senutor Morgan here interjected the re- 
mark that ho still adhered to thut view. 

KiiBsell instantly retorted : " Yes, but 
your opinion was rejected by the American 
senate." 

Referring to the proceedings of the Alaska 
court, ho quoted tho American brief and 
judgment courts, showing that libel and 
condemnation rested exclusively on muni- 
cipal law, which has no application to seiz- 
ures. Adverting to the claim of derivative 
title from Russia, he showed that tho Am- 
erican oubc hud rested exclusively on docu- 
ments admitted to bo forgeries, the exclu- 
soiti of which from the case left tho Ameri- 
cans not a leg to stand on.

IHolliig Strikers In Vienna. 

Viukna, May 12.— A meeting of four 
thousand striking skin drcssers was held in 
tho workingmen's quarter of tho city, this 
afternoon, to protest against tho employ- 
ment of " scabs." Inflammatory speeches 
wero made by Socialist agitators, and 
eventually the meeting was dissolved,, that 
tho whole audience, men and women, might 
make a street demonstration against their 
former employers. Tho strikers marched to 
Belhler's factory, where the men who quit 
work havo been replaced with non-union- 
isU. They broko tho windows and tried to 



burst tho doors. The police wero unable to 
! disperse tho mob. A company of infantry 
was called, and after a Bhort fight tbe 
soldiers drove off tho strikers. Two men 
were wounded in the tight. Nineteen 
strikers were arreated. 

Opening Ilie New Rclclisfag. 

BERLIN, May 12.— Emperor William has 
declared his intention to open tho new 
Reichstag in person. Tho Govcrnmout is 
discussing now the expediency of proposing 
a tobacco monopoly as the means of raising 
tho money required by tho Army bill. 

Earthquakes In Slcllj. 

Rome, May 12. — Earthquakes continue 
to occur almost daily in Sicily. To-day 
Palermo, Trapini and the Island of Uatici, 
off the Sicilian const, were shaken violently. 
Many new buildings were injured, and are 
liable to fall should the shocks he repeated. 

Tli* German Elections. 

Berlin - , May 12. --The Social Democrats 
are conducting an aggrcssivo campaign in 
Berlin. They hold sis meeting this even- 
ing. Among their nominees are : Win. 
Llebknecht, Paul Singer, Stadthagon, Ge- 
ri.sch, Fischer and Vogther. Ihe Conarova- 
tivot; havo Domed f,.r re-eleotion Freiherr 
von Manteuffel and Parson Stoecker, the 
anti-Semite, Rector Ahlwardt, Foerster and 
Piokenbach, The Democrats havo nomin- 
ated Kruger, and the Clericals, Verkernler. 

Official Denial. 

BRUSSELS, May 12. — The report pub- 
lished by tho London Standard that tho 
(laugher of tho Count do Flandres, Prin- 
cess Henrietta, will bo married to tho Duke 
of Aosta is denied officially. 

German Conservative Jinniresto. 

BERLIN, May 12. — Tho Conservatives 
publish this morning their olecliou mani- 
festo. It savors in almost overy line 
of sgrarianism, while protection and bi- 
metallism are avotved boldly us tho fore- 
most party principles, which must bo 
reckoned with by tho Government if it 
desires a farm alliance. No unequivocal 
word is spoken concerning tho army bill; 
in fact, anything that could be construed as 
definite approval of tho measure is carefully 
avoided. The manifesto hints at tho desira- 
bility of a largo bourse tax, which would 
fall most heavily upon Jewish speculators. 
Thoanti-eemitic scntimentof the party isnot 
especially conspicuous in tho manifesto, but 
a conspicuously worded paragraph says that 
"tho profession of Christianity must bo 
adequately impresied upon tho lifo of the 
people and tho action of tho legislative 
bodies and the administration of justice."

AN AMERICAN OPINION. 



The Incident Before the Behring Sea 
Commission (riven a U. S. 
Interpretation, 



Will the Wasliiug-ton Authorities Feel 
Themselves Bound by an Ad- 
verse Decision ? 



New York, May 12. — Tho Paris cor- 
respondent of I ho Press Association says: 
" The incident, yesterday, which seemed to 
threaten the success of the arbitration, was 
lused upon a differenco of opinion between 
tho American and British representatives 
as to tho liability of tho United States for 
seizures made in Behring Sea in the event 
of a decision against tho United States on 
tho question of jurisdiction, The heat 
exhibited by Lord Hannen, one of 
the British arbitrators, ia considered an 
indication that Great Britain anticipates 
a favorable decision on the issue of jurisdic- 
tion and is anxious to mulct, the United 
States as heavily as possible in a pecuniary 
way. It was Sir Chailes Russell who 
brought out, through an allusion in his 
argument, this purpose of the British. Sir 
Charles referred to tho powers of the 
Tribunal of Arbitration in regard to caus- 
ing to bo indemnified those who hud been at 
a loss through the assertion, by either Great 
Britain or the United States, ol the alleged 
rights declared by tho tribunal to have no 
real foundation. 

Lord Hannen asked if the tribunul should 
pronounce judgment on the facts of the 
seizures and should settle the names and 
nationalities, and also the ownership of tho 
vessels seized, and should at tho same time 
decido separately on tho general question to 
tho effect that tho United States had not 
tho right of jurisdiction claimed by it, 
would it not necessarily follow that tho 
United States must accord damages V 

U. S. Counsel Phelps replied that ho 
would not give u guarantee in behalf of tho 
Qovernnient of the United States. Tho 
treaty stated that the arbitrators must sct- 
tlo the facts of tho seizures. The further 
questions of liability and the amount of 
damages must bo settled by negotiations 
between tho two governments. The arbi- 
trators bad no r.iffht to iix tho liability per- 
sonally. Mr. Phelps added that he did not 
doubt that if the question as to tho right of 
jurisdiction should bo decided against tbe 
United States tho United States would 
accord dumages. 

Lord Hunnen, warmly— " Then the whole 
arbitration is useless I" 

Senator Morgan, U. S. arbitrator— " It 
would be imposbiblo oven for tho President 
of tho United States to give guarantees re- 
garding tho result of further negotiations, as 
when such negotiations are completed thoy 
must be confirmed by a two-thirds voto of 
tho Senate in thoir favor." 

This terminated tho incident, which evi- 
dently left a deep impression on all con- 
corned, and wus followed to-day by more

Ottawa, May 12.— Mr. Parent, engineer 
of tho Laehine canal, and Mr. Kennedy, 
superintendent, will be suspended, pending 
an investigation into certain matters in con- 
nection with the erection of a new bridge 
over tho Laehine canal. Theso officers have 
expended some §25,000 without the author- 
ity of tho department. A commissioner has 
been appointed to investigate the matter 
and report to the Government without 
delay. 

James Wigan, representative of tho brew 
ing interests of Great Britain, is at present 
visiting Canada, for tho purpose of investi 
gating the workings of the Local Option 
laws in the different provinces with a view 
of obtaining information against the Local 
Option bill now before the Imperial Par- 
liament. 

Tho famous bronze dogs seized at the 
residence of J. R. Arnoldi by the local 
custom house officers a lew weeks ago were 
to duy returned to Mrs. Arnoldi, the cus- 
tom huuso officers having discovered that 
tho articles wero outlawed. It appears 
from statutory declarations that the dogs 
wore brought into Canada seven or eight 
y -ars ago, and as tho legal limit in which 
seizures may be made or a penalty imposed 
for an infraction of the Custom's act is three 
years, the seizure in this case is not tenable. 

At the Public Works depaitmout it was 
stated to-dt.y that there is no warrant for 
tho senior naval officer at Esquimalt to order 
the Romulus to vacate the duck before the 
16tb inst. The dispatch from tho Colonial 
office, recoived here, is very definito upon 
tho point, the Admiralty having given 
permission for the vessel to remain in dock. 
Mr. Coste, chief engineer, is expected to be 
in Victoria next Monday, und will give the 
matter immediate attention. Hon. Mr. 
Ouimet has again postponed his trip to tho 
Coast, consequently Mr. Coste will travel 
alone. 

Dr. Dune in, medical health officer of Vic- 
toria, has been appointed Quarantine Offi- 
cer, for the special purposo of inspecting 
vessels which arrive at Victoria from Puget 
Sound ports. Dr. Duncan iB authorized to 
isBue clean bills of health in all cases in 
which it can be safely done, but in the event 
of quarantine on account of diseaeo being 
discovered on any vessels, it will bs neces- 
sary to send them to the station at 
Williams Head for disinfection. Dr. Mac- 
naughtou Jones has been appointed Superin- 
tendent of British Columbia Quarantine. 



CANADIAN NEWS.

Schooner Lost. 
HALIFAX, N.S., May 12.— The schooner 
Experience, Capt. Richard, which sailed 
from the Magdalene Islands six weeks ago 
with a crew ot ten, besides the captain, on a 
sealing voyage in the Gulf of St. Lawrence, 
has been lost with all hands. Part of her 
deck and cabin floated ashore at South 
Beach. It is supposed that on Easter Mon- 
day she ran into ice on tho shore off Giind- 
stone in a snow storm and was crushed by 
the ice and sunk. A schooner was seen in 
that dangorous spot before tho snow squall 
set in, but after it cleared away thero were 
no traces. Great anxiety is felt for the 
schooner Marie Ann, which sailed from Lit- 
tle Bras d'Or two mouths ugo for tho sealing 
grounds and has not been heard of since. 

Fire in New Branswlck. 

St. John, N. B., May 12. — A firo at Apo- 
bagen, Kings county, this afternoon, de- 
stroyed eleven buildings, including Fen- 
wick's store and seven business establish- 
ments. Loss, S'2j,000 ; partially covered 
by insurance. Rupkey Bros.' carriage fac- 
tory at Andover was also burned to-day, 
loss, $5,000. 

Chilli Burned to Death, 

Amherst, N. S., May 12. — Tho six-year- 
old child of George Pugsley, River Herbert, 
was burned to death in a field to-day where 
tho grass waa being burned. 

Fatal Fire; 

Mon'oton, N.B., May 12. — A little 
daughter of Joseph Bedford, Upper Lutz, 
upset an oil can, saturating her clothes. 
While tho mother waa wiping up the oil the 
child pulled a lighted stick from a stove, 
igniting its clothes and burning tho little 
ouo to death. 

Fireman Killed. 

Montreal, May 12. — Newman's rubber 
warehouse was totally destroyed by firo this 
evening. The adjoining promises of Rob- 
crtBon, Linton & Co. wero badly damaged 
by smoke. Tho loss is put at $25,000. 
Fireman John O'Rourke, aged 28, whilo 
breaking opou a door, was killed by a fall- 
ing cornice. 

Women Not to He Enfranchised. 

Toronto, May 12.— In the Legislature 
yesterday Mr. Waters' bill to grant enfran- 
chisement to women wub defeated on its 
second reuding by a vote of 57 to 1G. The 
division was irrespective of party. Sir 
Oliver Mowat and the ministers voted 
against the bill. 

Nlnanrn Falls Power Co. 

Niagara Falls, Out., May 12.— The 
Niagara Falls Power Co. has made a con- 
tract with tho Cataract Electric Co., of 
Rochester and Jamestown, to furnish power. 
Tho right to furnish electrical power all 
over tho Btalo, even to sending it down to 
Park Row, in New York city, has been 
granted to the Power Company in an amend- 
ment to tho charter passed by tho Legisla- 
ture, and approved by governor Flower on 
April 12. Section 2 of thia amendment 
gives the Power Company tho right " to 
conduct, convey and furnish water of 
interchanges of a somewhat a'crin'unioua | Niagara river, but not in excess of tiio 
character. [ amount heretofore expressly authorized by 



law, for any power, heat and light de- 
veloped thorefrom, to, in and through; any 
civil division in this state, and to sell, fur- 
nish and deliver the samo to any and all 
bodies or persons, public or private, whore- 
over Bituated." This gives tho Niagara 
Falls Power Co. the great Empire Stute as 
its field to operate in. In tho original 
charter their field was confined to Erie and 
Niagara counties.

SPANISH CRISIS. 



The Spanish Cortes Has a Continuous Sitting 
of between Fifty and Sixty 
Hours. 

Madrid, May 12.— The Cortes has finiah- 
ed the fifty-fourth hour of continuous sitting. 
Members and Ministers aro exhausted. 
Many slept all the time und are aroused by 
their colleagues when a division is taken. 
This evening the discussion concerns a mo- 
tion to give tho Government a free baud to 
settle tho question of municipal elections. 
The Republicans and Carlists display ap- 
patently unbroken stubbornness; nevertheless 
it is believed that shortly after midnight 
the motion will bo passed. In that case the 
Government will probably publish a decree 
in harmony with the opposed bill, postpon- 
ing the municipal election until November. 
A ministerial crisis is imminent. Those 
most favorable to the cabinet admit that nt 
least Senor Gonzales, Minister of iho 
Interior, and Senor Rios, Ministerof Justice, 
will resign. The popular excitement does 
not abato. Crowds still fill the streets and 
open spaces near the Parliamentary build- 
ings. Scores of policemen aro constantly 
on duty in the immediate neighborhood to 
prevent riotous demonstrations by keeping 
the peoplo moving. The guards in the 
building havo been strengthened, and are 
in charge of tho corridors und lobby up to 
tho doors of the Chamber. 



PARLIAMENTARY $f AIMING 



Improper Remarks Across the Floor 
of the House of Commons Be- 
coming too Frequent. 



First Clause of the Home Rule BUI 
Sustained by Forty two 
Majority. 



London, May 12.— Tho Houho of Com- 
mons, sitting as a committee of the whole 
on tho Home Rule bill to-day, resumed the 
debato on tho motion make yesterday by 
Mr. George Bartley, Conservative, M.P., to 
strike out the first clause of tho measure, u 
motion which practically mennB to rejeet 
the whole bill. The debato was marked bj 
several scenes of excitement, the most 
prominent of which occurred whilo Mr. T. 
W. Russell, who represents tho south divis- 
ion of Tyrone had tho floor. 

Mr. Russell, who, though a Liberal, in 
opposed to Homo Rule for Ireland, waa 
protesting againBt Ulster being coerced into 

piieacing in the establishment of an Irish 

i liament, when a voice was heard asking 
"What tho dovil are you talking about ? " 
Mr. Russell at once stopped his protest and 
accused Mr. John MacNeill, anti-Parnellite, 
who sits for South Donegal, with asking the 
objectionable question. 

Mr. MacNeill emphatically denied having 
asked tho question, and insisted that Mr. 
Russell apologize for accusing him of having 
done so. 

Viscount Cranborue declared that he' 
heard Mr. McNeill utter the words at- 
tributed to him by Mr. Russell. 

Mr. William Macartney, Conservative,, 
who represents tho South Division of An- 
trim, said thut it wus Mr. Thomas Sexton, 
the well-known anti-Parnellite, who had 
asked tho question. 

Mr. Sexton denied his statement, and 
added that he had not uttered a word. 

A general squabble seemed imminent, und 
Sir William Harcourt, Chancellor of she 
Exchequor, appealed to tho House to pre- 
serve order. 

Tho chairman then intervened, saying 
that order muBt be observed. Ho added 
that such remarks aa the ono that Bomo 
member had jnat made were moat indecent 
and were becoming frequent in tho Houao. 
He sincerely hoped members would assist 
tho chair in keeping order under tho diffi- 
cult circumstances attending tho session of 
the House of Commons. 

The chairman's remarks wero grooted 
with cbcera und tho committee good-natur- 
edly took a vote on Mr. Hartley's motion, 
which was defeated, 309 members voting 
against it and 207 voting in its favor.

CaNAUIAX PACIFIC RAILWAY. 

Opinions at Whatcom as to the Company's 
Eeported Extension to tho Sound. 

Whatcom, May 12. — The announcement 
that the Bellingham Bay & British Colum- 
bia railroad has been or is about to be sold 
to the Canadian Pacific ia generally believed 
to bo true. A few days ugo the local of- 
ficials of the Bellingham Bay & British Col- 
umbia roa,d wero notified that, beginning on 
the 1st of June, tho Canadian Pacific in- 
tends to fhorten tho running time of 
pissenger trains between Vancouver and 
Winnipeg nineteen hours, thus necessi- 
tating a radical chango in tho time of 
arrival and departure of trains hero. At 
present connection is mado with the Great 
Northern , and all Canadian Pacific passen- 
gers for up Sound piiuta are transferred to 
that road. Under tho new schedule this 
arrangement must cease, as the Canadian 
Pacific overl >nd train will leave here every 
morning about the timo the Great Northern 
train leaven Seattle, and such a radical 
change in the schedule of the latter road 
would interfere so seriously with its local 
business from Tacoma and Scottlo that it ia 
not at all likely to be made. 

It is understood hero that the Canadian 
Pacific is endeavoring to mako arrange- 
ments to secure the Btcamer Victorian to 
ply between hero und Seattle and Tacoma, 
carrying passengers and freight. The atr- 
vieo will thou bo practically tho sumo as 
that which existed prior to the disaster, 
which resulted in tho withdrawal of the 
steamer Premier from tho Sound waters. It 
is believed that the Canadian Pacific real- 
izes that the Government of the United 
Stutes must soon heed the drilt of popular 
sentiment against the importation of goods 
for tho markets of tho Scutes through for- 
eign porta. Then consular seala will be 
done away with and the Canadian Pacific 
will bo obliged to run its Asiatic steamers to 
an American port for tho transhipment of 
Asiatic goods deatiued for the Atlantic sea- 
board citiea. 

One great advantage to tho bay citieB 
which must result from Canadian Pacific 
ownership of tho Bellingham Bay it British 
Columbian road is tho fact that it must has- 
ten the coming of the Northern Pacific, 
which now lias a traffic arrangement with 
tho Bellinghem Bay & British Columbia 
road by which it secures a conaideruble 
amount of business over tho Soattlo, Lako 
Shore & Eastern lino from Sumas. A aur- 





voy has already been made and a line prac- 
tically located by tho Bellingham Bay k 
Eastern Company to connect with the Se- 
tatlo, Lako Shore & Eastern near Wickers- 
ham, furnishing a rail rout for tho product 
tho Bluo Canyon mine and for a vuat 
amount of fine timber. It was expected 
that tho read would be built this year, but 
its construction seems to have been pre- 
vented by the financial complications of tho 
Northern Pacific.

Steamer Danube Wins Her Case 
Apaiust the United States— 
The Henrietta. 



The Konmlus Accident Not the Pilot's 
Fault- 0. P. N. Company 
Addition. 



Captain John Irving, manager of the C. 
P. JT, Co., returned last ovening from Port- 
land, where he had heen summoned in haste 
In connection with tho libolliag of the 
Danubo for S10.000 by tho United States 
Government. The captain at once gave 
bunds for 520,000, upon which tile vessel 
was released, and urranged to tight the 
case, which was set for hearing in the 
United States District court yesterday. 
While on his way home Captain Irving re- 
ceived a dispatch advising him of the satis- 
factory result of tho trial. It read as fol- 
lows : 

"Diuubo case dismissed. No jurisdic- 
tion to contiguous territory." 

Tho case hinged upon whether Vancouver 
should or should not ho considered contigu- 
ous foreign territory. Judge Bellinge 
thought not. The Danube went over 
Vancouver this morning to deliver her pas 
sengers, who will be sent back to China on 
the next Empress. It ia altogether prou 
able that the Danube will get a charter 
Vancouver to take the Chinese wdio were to 
have formed the Tacora'a "cargo" for 
Portland. 

TIIK HENRIETTA CASK. 

Collector of Customs A. U. Milne lias as 
yet received no otlicial advice as to the re 
ported abandonment by tho American auth 
orities of tho charges against the Canadian 
schooner Henrietta. The circumstances in 
connection with tho seizure of this schooner 
were well known at the time the troubl 
was first reported. The Hcniiettn, Captain 
Micuj ih Pmckney, was first taken in the 
waters of Behring Sea, lafc. 54" N. , long 
175' W.. on September 4, 1892, by the 
Unitol States cruiser Mohican. The charge 
then made against hor was that she wus 
violating the provisions of the modu- 
Vivendi, unci tho defence set up was that the 
Henrietta had not been warned. However, 
on September 20 the schooner was handed 
over to tho U.S.S. Corwin and taken to 
Sitka, tho charge now having been altered 
to trmt of violating the United 
States Customs laws. Tho specific 
chargo was thut tho Henrietta had trans 
ferred her skins to tho Kate in Tonki bay, 
When the captain returned here, Collector 
Milne had him make the necessary affidavits 
to have the claim looked into by the author- 
ities, who subsequently had communication 
with tho collector. The latest information 
comes as a good deal of a surprise, and as 
soon us further news ia received arrange 
inents will be made to get the schooner 
back. 

THE MAJESTIC'S FATE SETTLED. 

The American bark Majestic, well 
membored as the craft in which the sealers 
first captured by the Russians were returned 
from Petropaulovsky last summer, was sup 
posed to have gone down in one of tho 
severe storms of iast winter, and evidence 
confirming the belief was found tho oth 
day, a life buoy with the Majestic's name 
on it being picked up at Ojean beach, on 
the Oregon co .st. The lost b.irk curried a 
crew of 2S men. When Capt. Lorentzen 
wus rebuked for his hard treatment of the 
sealers, and told that ho might be wrecked 
himself some day, ho boasted that ho could 
take his chunces ; but he took one too many 
with his worn-out old craft. 

TDK PILOT NOT BLAMABLE. 

A Nanaimo special to the Colonist, dated 
yesterday, says : " The Nanaimo Pilot-age 
Commisiioners met again last evening to 
take evidence in regard to the grounding of 
tho steamship Romulus. Captain Brendt 
was examined ; the chief engineer gave his 
evidecco at a previous meeting. After a 
careful consideration of the facts as pre- 
sented, tho commissioners exonerated Pilot 
John Sabiston, jr., and returned him his 
license." 

THE C. 1'. N. company's new moat. 

The C.P.N. Co. 'a stern wheel steamer, of 
which tho Colonist, in its Now Westmin- 
ster correspondence, gave a full description 
some time ago, has arrived from the Fraser, 
to be completed here. Her hull i3 tho only 
pa-t constructed so far, and it gives promise 
of a speedy boat. The machinery will be 
pluced in her at Spratt's wharf, where also 
the remaining carpentry work will be done. 
THE OCEAN RECORD BROKEN. 

Mr. Allan Cameron, agent of the C.P.R., 
was yesterday officially advised of the 
arrival of the Cuimrd liner Campania at 
Southampton, five days, fourteen houta and 
forty minutes from New York.

SUPREME COURT. 

IN CHAMBERS. 
IBoforo Mr. Justice Drnko.) 

May 12, 1S9.1.

GLADSTONES ASSAILANT. 

Ills menacing better und Diary Produced In 
Court— The Prisoner Committed. 

London, May 12.— William Townsend, 
the man urrested on the charge of having 
discharged a pistol in Downing street und 
also suspected of having designed to kill 
Primo Minister Gladstone, was arraigned on 
the first mentioned charge yesterday. 
Townsend was also charged with having 
sent a menacing letter to Mr. Gladstone, 
which was rend in court. The letter wua 
dated April 25, and wus aa follows : 

"Da drop that cursed bill. Say something 
about it in the House to-night. You guvo 
mo such a shock yesterday in looking ao 
■cheerful and happy. I have never soen you 
before. Your appearauca has compelled me 
to raise my hat out of respoct. I havo been 
waiting for you 6inco morning. After read- 
ing the newspapers on Saturday I left homo 
and wife and littlo ones. If you move 
tho b:I! you will bo as deud us 
Queen Anne. I was in Brighton on 
Suturduy, expecting to find you. If it had 
not been for my revulsion of feeling nothing 
could have saved either of us yesterduy. I 
could huve lired six shots before uny one 
laid hands on me. I will givo you another 
chance. I have a strong opinion in your 
cleverness. I firmly beliovo if you will it 
the bill will become law, despite Salisbury, 
Balfour, Chamberlain and Lords, but it 
shall not if by taking two lives, yours and 
mine, a hundred and perhaps thousands of 
loyal UUtermen will be saved. Surely that 
will be a aullicient justification. I shall 
look anxiously in to-morrow's papers for an 
answer." 

The prisoner admitted that ho had 
written the letter. Then Bevernl en- 
tries in his diHry were read, of which the 
following are examples : " I went to Down- 
ing street and watched neurly all day, being 
afraid of raising suspicion by making in- 
juirios. These five chambers aro eurely 
sufficient for both. 

"April 25 — I saw Gladstone emerge 
from his residence. I was so surprised to 
see him happy and cheerful that I raised my 
hut. I hurried to the park and had to weep 
for two hours." The prisoner wus committed 
for triul.

i Doubt Can Exist That Captain Lorentzen 
Did Take His Chances und tost. 

San Francisco, May 12. — The first piece 
of wreckuge by which tho fale of the 
American bark Mijestic, which left Seattle 
on December 10 of last year for this port, 
with cargo, and never arrived, could be 
determined has been found on the Oregon 
coast near the mouth of the Liusluw river. 
The information comes in a letter from W. 
F. Steven-', a well-known shipping merchant 
of this city, who is at present at Florence, 
Oregon. A short time ugo there was picked 
up on Ooeun Beach, near the mou'li of 
the Liusluw river a life buoy with "Majes- 
tic" plainly painted on it. Corda were fas- 
tened across the centre through which u 
person's body should go, clearly proving 
that it had never been used in the regular 
way, but hud been broken from ita fasten- 
ngs. No other wreckugo that could be 
dentified has been found along the Oregon 
coast, eo fur us known. The lost Mujeatic 
was commanded by Captain Lorentzen and 
had a crew of twenty-eight men. The gen 
eral belief is that tho old bark hud her 
seams opened in a storm during her lust trip 
and went to the bottom with every soul on 
board.

THAT "HERRING." 

The News-Advertiser, of tho 10th, auya 
" It would appear that another herring is 
to be drawn across tho trail, in order, if 
possible, to still keep up, for a short time 
longer, the idea that tho Provincial Gov 
eminent is busily engaged in a most ex 
hauBtivo effort to arrivo at an accurate basis 
for the rearrangement of the parliamentary 
representation of the Province." 

We vonturo to aay that never boforo in 
tho history of thia or any other coloDy 
was a Government blamed for taking too 
much trouble to havo ita action in tho 
matter of rearranging tho repreaentation 
based upon uuthoritativo statiatics, about 
tho accuracy of which there can be no quea 
tion. Generally, indeed almost invariably, 
tho criticism has been in the opposito direc 
tion. The men in power havo been 
aojused of dividing the representation in 
such a way as to suit tho interests 
of their own party, regardless both of 
arithmetic) and tho convenience of the elec 
tors. So generally has this been tho case 
that on this side of tha Atlantic a word had 
to be invented udtquately to express the 
fairneai of Gavernmenta in distributing the 
teats of representative bodies. But wo see 
in thia Province a Government abused and 
ridiculed because they nro doing their best 
;.o make a "gerrymander" impossible. They 
are supplied with atatistic3 by the authori- 
ties which favor what the Opposition be- 
• Have to be their views, but as they desire 
to do justice to all, they refuse to accept 
ihoso statistics and to make them the basis 
•of repretentation. They believe that 
a mistake has been made by 
tUe officials, aud when a member of 
the Government goes to Ottawa with the 
avowed purpose of finding out whore that 
tnistako is, so that it may bo corrected, the 
leading Opposition organ on tho Mainland 
declares that a herring ia being drawn 
across tho track. This is so absurd on the 
faco of it that one is led to suspect that the 
organ or the clique, whose mouthpiece it is, 
is afraid that the truth will be discovered 
and that they will bo deprived of the gricv 
ance which they are nursing so tenderly. 
This conclusion is neither uncharitable nor 
unreasonable. For if tho agitators on the 
Mainland and their ally the Times on 
tho Island really want to know 
the truth with regard to tho pop 
ulation of tho two great sections 
o* tho Province, they would have approved 
of the Hon. Mr. Turner's mission to Ottawa, 
instead of doing their host to throw dis- 
credit upon it. ISut their effort is too dis- 
honest and too unreasonable to gain tho 
approval of thinking men, either on the 
Mainland or tho Island, who love fair play. 
They must sec that tho Government is only 
doing its duty when it takes measures to 
find out from tho original census returns 
what ia really the population of tho 
Province, and what proportion tho en- 
franchised inhabitants bear to tho unen 
franchised. 



Tho Newa-Advertiaor wishes ita readers 
to boliovo that it is an easy matter to find a 
fair basis for tho redistribution of seats in 
tho LogiBlativo Assembly. It says : 

Now there is no difficulty in arriving at a 
roasonably acourato conclusion as to tho 
number und distribution of tho people of 
tho Province. Examined aud checked by 
various standards that aro avaiiablo, tho 
substantial accuracy of the Dominion consua 
roturna can bo shown. 

If the results arrived at aro such aa tho 
ActvortiBer believea thoy ought to bo, it 
would readily approvo of tho "standards" 
from which thoy wore drawn, but if thoso 
roaulta do not corroborate ita theories thoir 
announcement would bo greeted by ahouta 
„i soorn and ridioulo. Thcroisono "stand- 



ard," for inatance, which moat people would 
consider fair, and which would afford data 
from which the population of tho two sec- 
tions can be calculated. This is the 
number of children attending tho public 
schools. Tho same school syateni ia in 
oporation in all parts of the Province. Tho 
minimum of pupils required to authorise 
tho establishment of a Bcho .1 ia small. And 
tho inhabitants of both Mainland and Island 
aro deairoua that their childron shall receive, 
at tlte very least, tbo elements of a aound 
English education. Tho School Inspector's 
report contains full school otatiatics for both 
Island and Mainland. Well, what docs 
that report show ? Doos it lead to tho con- 
clusion that there ia a large preponderance 
of white people on the Mainland? We 
shall seo :

Tho differenco between tho number of 
children enrolled in the public schools of 
Mainlaud and Island is just, nine in favor of 
the Mainland. 

Should tho representation of Island and 
Mainland bo decided according to this 
showing ? Mr. Brown, when speaking of 
tho school children at New Westminster 
on Tuesday evening, laughed, and many tin 
thinking poraons laughed with him. Would 
not Mr. Brown and his admirers laugh at 
any other atatement which did not meet 
their preconceived ideas, no matter how 
reaaonablo it might be 1 Then there aro 
the birtha, deaths and marriages. Would 
they form a reliable substitute for the cen- 
bus in tho work of redistribution ? They 
tell more strongly in favor of tho Island 
than even tho school attendance, and, of 
course, that "Btandard" must bo ruled 
out. Tho voters' lists would bo accepted 
by the Advertiser, but, as every ono knows, 
voters' liat8 aro not accurate data from 
which the population can be computed. 
There aro many whose names are 
not on those lists, and wo have 
heard that when there ia a pur 
poae to bo served, voters' liats can bo 
cooked. The intelligent reader can Eeo that 
if the census is to bo rejected, if the results 
that disinterested public officials draw from 
it are to be ridiculed and repudiated it is 
impossible to find any "standard" that 
will bo satisfactory to all the parties con- 
cerned. 

We believe that tbo information needed 
by the Government can bo obtained by a 
careful and intelligent revision of theoriginal 
census returns, The population of the Pro- 
vince, properly classified aa to race and place 
of residence, will afford the data on which a 
fair distribution of the representation as to 
Island and Mainland can bo based, The 
sub-division into electoral districts is a mat- 
ter of minor importance, and can be ar- 
ranged with comparatively little difficulty. 
Our firm conviction, notwithstanding all 
tho noise that has been made, ia that the 
people of both sectiona of tho Province 
want to see justico done in this matter of 
redistribution, and that the Government ia 
endeavoring to carry out their wishes. 



NOT A BID FOR SUPPORT. 

Our evening contemporary seeks to mako 
a point against tho leader of the Govern- 
ment by quoting from his New Westmin- 
ster sp"ceh, as reported by tho Columbian 
and News-Advertiser, to uhow that Hon. 
Mr. Davie made a bid for the support of 
New Westminster by promising a furthor 
guaranteo in aid of tho Pruser river bridge, 
and tho Times calls thia w holesale bribery. 

Whilst, gcuerully, the report of the News- 
Advertiser of tho Premier's speech is u fair 
summary, especially as coming from an 
opponent, a moro complete report ia given 
in the World, aDd from the World's report 
we take the paaaago to which allusion is 
made by tho Times. Hon. Mr. Davie, after 
Hhowing that the sinking fund and interest 
uld be a little over $25,000, from which 
had to be deducted $5,000 for renovations 
and repairs, Baid : 

Victoria and district, in common with tho 
reat of the country, aro entitled to their 
share in tho distribution of public moneys, 
and, in apportioning that, this expenditure 
will of cotirso bo taken into consideration. 
The same may be said in regard to the trallic 
bridge across tho Fraaer. So that there ia 
no moro injustico in appropriating §20,0110 
for the purpoao of sinking fund and interest 
upon tho fliOO.OOO for tho buildings than in 
appropriating §15,000 for soven years for 
the bridge across tho Fraser. You will say 
thia is only temporary. That may bo, but 
thomemborfor tho district, when the timo 
comes, will, I oxpect, present a strong case 
for an increased grant, 

We fail to observe whero tho bid for any 
support for Mr. Da vie or his Government ia 
here, unless our contemporary assumes that 
Mr. Davio's government is to last at least 
seven years, for not until then will bo "when 
tho time cornea to ank an increased grant." 

A Provincial subsidy waa asked for tho 
Fraaer River bridge, on the plea of ita being 
a work of general Provincial benefit, and if 
the Bamo plea can bo successfully advanced 
when the timo comes for the city of Now 
Westrninator to shoulder tho cntiro burden 
of sinking fund aud interest, the member for 
tho district will, in tho language of the Pre- 
mier, "present a strong case for an increased 
grant." 



PLEBISCITES. 

Ontario ia to havo a plebiscite on the sub- 
ject of prohibition. Tho reference of this 
matter directly to tho pooplo is, wo beliovo, 
a devicu of tho Libera'! politicians to efcoape 
what they regard aa an unpleasant reaponai- 
bility. But even if it is not, what good can 
any ono oxpect a plebiscite to do? Ontario 
haa had an experience on thia Bubject of a 
popular vote on what amounted to prohibi- 
tion, and we do not think it was greatly 
benefitted by that experience. A largo 
number of tho counties of Ontario, Borne 
years ago, did something — a good doal in- 
deed — moro than expro88 an opinion favor- 
able to prohibition. Tho people of those 
countiea voted to put what, if it had been 
enforced, was virtually a prohibitory liquor 
law in forco. Tho majorities in favor of the 
Scott Act, in many of tho counties, waa 
quite large, and the advocates of prohibition 
rojoiced for a timo. But it was soon 
found that though a majority of the 
electors were ready to voto for tho law they 
were not as ready to enforco it when it was 
in operation. It often happened that the 
very men who were most z^aious in canvas 
ing for tho introduction of tho law were 
among the first to violate it uftor it waa in 
troduoed and to wink at its violation by 
others. 

We do not think that there ia to-day u 
county in Ontario in which, the Scott Act is 
even nominally in force. We write undo;' 
correction, but that is our impression. Men 
who woro not convinced that tho law was 
necessary, and who were not at heart bo 
lievers in prohibition or total abstinence, 
voted for the law and swelled tho majorities 
in its favor. But when the influences under 
which they voted were removed, they became 
indifferent whether it worked well or not, 
and in too many instances their sympathies 
were with the violators of tho law, rather than 
with tlioao who cUsired to seo it enforced. 
And no doubt it will bo tho same with tho 
plebiscite. Many will, with a light heart, 
voto in favor of prohibition who, if it Bhould 
happen to become law, would strain their 
ingenuity to find ways of violating it 
Those who havo observed tho working of 
tho Scott Act in Canada aud prohibition 
laws in the United States, know that largo 
majorities in favor of tho law must not lead 
those who really do beliovo in it to conclude 
that it can be successfully operated, 
mere sentimental vote, such aa ia proposed 
in Ontario, means very littlo indeed. Many 
a man who, to please his family and friends, 
will voto that ho believea prohibition to be 
a good thing, will, if ho is ever put to the 
teat in practice, make a very poor pro- 
hibitionist indeed. 

The plebiscite is now used to strengthen 
the backs and stiffen the knees of weak and 
irreaoluto representatives of the people. It 
soema to ua that taking such a vote ia 
nothing moro than a prelude to tho refer- 
ence of laws directly to the people. This is 
cilled tho "referendum," and is . a con 
fession that representative institutions aro 
a failure. Wo now complain of hasty 
legislation, and of blundering, ill-digested 
laws. If there; is any ground for this com 
plaint in these days, when laws are deliber- 
ated upon by persona supposed to bo quali- 
fied to form an intelligent opinion on their 
merits, what will bo said when the laws are 
enacted by the people at the polls ? 

EDITORIAL COMMENT. 

What ia the matter with our City Coun 
cil ? It haa becomo tho slowest of nlov 
bodica. It takes almost an ago for even a 
simple matter that is brought beforo it to 
be finally decided upon. Reports are read, 
referred to committees, laid on tho table, 
re-considered, and again and again post- 
poned until tho matter reported on is almost 
forgotten. A gentleman who takes an in 
terest in a matter of some importance be- 
foro tho Council complained to us moat 
pathetically about the dilatorineaa and 
redtapeism of tho City Fathers. Wo trust 
that they will mako up now for lost time 
and get through somo of the business that 
they have been to long considering. When 
is action to be taken on tho aewera ? Is 
Chinatown over to bo placed in a good san 
itary condition ? What about those shacks 
that tho preservation of tho public health 
requires to have removed '! W o are, it ia to 
hoped, going to havo warm weather soon, 
and every unsavory place will become still 
moro unsavory. Let us havo a good cleau 
up before decomposition becomes moro ao- 
tivo and rapid.

DOMINION EXHIBITS. 

Canada's Wonderful Rtyources Occupy 
the Prettiest and B»st Location 
at World's Fair. 



Her Surprising Mineral and Agricul- 
tural Display— The Pavilion and 
its Appointments. 



(Chicago Press.) 

The Dominion of Canada, situated, as 
everybody knows, immediately north of 
these grout United States, will occupy no 
mean position at the fair. That Canada is 
a country of wonderful resources, in fact, 
must hocome apparent to all who examine 
the splendid exhibits which have been Bent 
from the various provinces. It is credit 
able to the enterprise of our neighbors that 
from tho very inception of the exhibition 
they took an active intorcst in it, and that 
their efforts will bo successful in competing 
with tho producers of the world in many 
lines cannot be doubted. In almost every 
line tho Dominion inuUes a show, and in 
many of them she will more than hold her 
own. Ontario, which has always held rank 
as tho leading agricultural Province, sus- 
tains her reputation in this direction with 
a niagniQcent exhibit of all kinds of agri- 
cultural products, grains, toots, vegetables, 
cheese, butter, fruits, horses, cattle, swine, 
aheep, poultry, all of the tinest quality to 
bo found anywhere. Tho great grain-grow- 
ing country of tho Northwest Territories 
also comes up in a manner which produces 
universal surprise, and farmers in southern 
latitudes Qnd it diil'uult to believe that such 
wonderful success in agriculture can be 
achieved in that northern zone. The North- 
west show of grains, grasses, roots and vege- 
table, will bo an imposing feature during 
the wholo of tho exhibition. Manitoba and 
Quebec also distinguish themselves in this 
respect, whilo tho Pacific Provinco of Brit- 
ish Columbia excells especially in the pro- 
ducts of tho mine, fisheries, forestry and 
horticulture. Special mention made be 
made of tho great cheese exhibit, in which 
most of tho provinces take part. The mum- 
moth chtoso, cloven tons iu weight, is one of 
the huge items of this exhibit. In addition 
to tho articles mentioned above, there will 
bo exhibits in the educational, ethnological, 
natural history, manufacturing and art de- 
pigments, further reference to which must 
be left for future ismies. 

At the opening ceremonies, Monday, the 
Dominion was represented in the absence 
of Sir John Thompson, who is in Paris at 
tending tho Bearing Sea arbitration, by 
acting Premier tho Hon. McKenzie Bowell, 
accompanied by Hon. A. R. Angers, Minis- 
ter of Agriculture for the Dominion. Both 
of these gentlemen left for their homes 
highly pleased with their experiences in the 
World's Fair city. 

THE CANADIAN PAVILION. 

The Canadian pavilion stands upon a site 
of nearly six thousand tquare feet of ground 
on the lake shore, but a short distance from 
the United States battle ship, and almost 
opposite Victoria house — the handsome and 
substantial building that has been erected 
bv Great Britain — and iu one ot tho most 
delightful localities in Jackson park. The 
view from the " look-out" on tho tower of 
the pavilion is simply perfect. It extend 
on one sido to where tho restless waters ol 
the great lake seem to kiss the distant 
horizon; and on tho other Bide takes in the 
magnificent pier, the architecturally beauti 
ful peristyle and music hall, with glimpses 
of the historic convent of Rabida, the great 
manufactures and liberal arts building with 
its rich Corinthian architecture, the United 
States Government building — that archi- 
tectural poem— the fisheries building, and 
many of the fine, expensive edifices erected 
by foreign nations. The Canadians are de- 
lighted with tho sito awarded them, and 
would not oxchango with any other state or 
nation in the park. 

Tho pavilion has three entrances ; a main 
or front entrance facing the southeast, and 
two entrances on tho east and west re- 
spectively. The front entrance is through 
the tower and has three doorways, and 
opposite this main entrance is the grand 
stairway, beneath and in tho rear of which 
are numerous and well fitted lavatories. 

In tho entrance hall are located tho post- 
office, the telephone office and un intelli- 
gence office. OH from the entranco hall is 
the reception room. Over fivo hundred 
Canadian newspapers uro on file here, so 
that a Canadian visitor can hardly come 
from any quarter of the vast Dominion with- 
out finding the newspaper of his locality, 
and is thus enabled to keep himself au fait 
with events at home. To the left of the 
main entrance are two handsome offices for 
the Dominion commission, four for commis- 
sioners from different provinces of Canada, 
a committee room and a fine large parlor for 
the use of the wholo staff. 

On the second floor are the tower room 
and the smoking room, and in the attic 
above is the dormitory for tho guardian of 
the pavilion. 

As tho sum appropriated for tho erec- 
tion of tho pavilion was limited, a plain 
style of architecture had to be adopted. 
Running around all sides of the building 
is a verandah ten feet wide, with a bal- 
cony above of the same width. The bal- 
cony is supported by twenty-eight Tuscan 
columnB. The walls at the eaves of the 
roof are finished with a bold dental cor- 
nice. The pavilion is covered with a low 
pitched roof, partly bidden by a parquet 
wall. Tho tower, as it iseues through the 
roof, is circular, and is divided into twelvo 
panels ; beneath these are detached pilas- 
tors. Tho walls ure finished with a dental 
cornice, over which is an open balustrade 
O.'er this iB tho "lookout," whence rises 
the fligpole, from which, from sunrise to 
sunset, proudly floats tho Canadian hig. 
There iH a well-finished stairway from the 
ground floor to the " lookout" of the tower, 
whence, as already stated, a fine view can 
bo obtained of the lako and surrounding 
park and buildings. 

JIKAUTIJ-TTL rOLISHKI) WOODS. 

There ia no plaster work in any part of 
tho interior of this pavilion, the walls and 
ceilings being handsomely finished with 
nutivo C inadian woods, highly polished and 
allowing the natural grain. Bach province 
of Canada has furnished the native woods 
required to finish its iddividual room. Ono 
office, occupied by tho commissioner arid 
staff from Ontario, has a ceiling in pine, 
walls of chestnut, wainscotting in oak, 
mouldings and mantel in cherry, doorH of 
ouk, chair roil of walnut and floor of maple; 
nnd the second office bus a ceiling of maple, 
walls of oak, wainscot ting birch, mantel 
Mrd a r eye muple, floor white maple, mould- 
ing ash and chair rail walnut. 

The Commission from tho Province of 
Quebec will havo luxuriant quarters in ono 
oflico, with a ceiling finished iu white maple, 
waiuaeotting of butternut, mantel of cherry, 
doors of ash and cherry moulding!,; whilo 
their second room has a coiling of pine, walls 
of (wb, mantels of butternut, wainscotting 
nfbirjh, doord of ash and mouldings of 
cherry. 

The rooms to bo occupied by tho Domin- 



ion Commission, tho committee room, recep- 
tion room, corridorB, etc., are to bo finished 
with timber from British Columbia— the 
ceilings boing of Douglas pine, the walls of 
cdar, the wainscotting of Bpruce, the doors 
of cedar, cedar mouldings,, and tho beauti- 
ful DouglaB pino also for floors. 

Tho rooms to bo occupied by tho represen- 
tatives from tho other Provinces of Canada 
aro finished in a similar manner, und with 
woods indigenoua to the different localities. 
The main stairway is constructed of British 
Columbia woods — tho treads of tho stair be- 
ing of Douglas fir, the strings of cedar, and 
tho newel posts, hand railings and banisters 
being of ourly maple. 

CHARM tNO SUItltOUNDINCiS. 

Around the pavilion is a neat plot of 
ground covered with a beautiful green turf, 
dotted here and there with native Canadian 
Bhrubbery und conveniently and nrtistically 
divided with serpontino roadways und 
walks. 

This building, with its furnishings and 
surroundings, cost over §.'10,000, was de- 
signed by tho public works department at 
Ottawa, and tho work of construction was 
carried on by the department's assistant 
architect, Mr, D. Kwart. The Canadian 
staff consists of Messrs. J. S. Larke, execu- 
tive commissioner for the Dominion; \V. 1). 
Dimock, secretary; N. Awrey, commissioner 
for Ontario; Hon. A. C. P. It Dmdry, for 
Quebec; Hon. W. D. Perley, NorthweBt 
Territories; Charles F. Law, British Co- 
lumbia. 

For many of tho above facta, aa well as 
most hospitable courtcsica while a guest at 
the pavilion, tho editor ia indebted to Mr. 
T. J. Bell, of Hamilton, who is tho Can- 
adian Government's very efficient and en- 
tertaining press agent. 



METHODIST CONFERENCE. 



Arrival ol' General Superintendent, 
Rev. Dr. Carman— Proceedings 
of Yesterday. 



The Right of Congregations to Invite 
Their Pastors-Report of Com- 
mittee on Nominations. 

[Special to tho Colonist.1 

New Westminster, May 12. — Rev. Dr. 
Carman, general superintendent of tho 
Methodist Church of Canada, arrived yester- 
day und was warmly welcomed. Last 
night's session waa occupied in tho discus- 
sion of missionary work. At to-day's ses- 
sion the committee on memorials reported 
in part. 

The report waa considered seriatim, and 
it was moved that tho item re invitations 
to ministers by separate circuits bo adopted. 

An amendment was offered asking for the 
discontinuance of circuit invitations. 

An amendment to the amendment was 
moved by Mr. D. Robson, seconded by Rev. 
Mr. WinBlow, to tho effect that tho Confer- 
ence express its disapproval of circuits in- 
viting ministers. 

Mr. Nicholl, Vancouver, claimed that if 
the amendment waa udopted the privileges 
which many of tho churches claimed would 
be taken away, and ho declared that all 
other Protestant churches had this privilege 
of selecting their ministers. 

Mr. Spencer, Victoria, representing tho 
Pandora avenuo church, which had asserted 
its right to the privilege of selection, stated 
that the only way in which the matter 
could be rectified was by a change in the 
constitution of the stationing committee, by 
placing an rqual number of ministers and 
laymen upon that committee. 

llev. C. Watson, Victoria, said the amend- 
ment would striko at the liberty of the 
people, and made a strong speech on the 
question at issue. 

The debate waa adjourned till to morrow 
morning. 

Tho next item of the report was taken 
up— tho memorial of the Kamloopa district 
that the Missionary society of the church 
be requested to rniso the basis of tho appro- 
priation of salaries of domestic missionaries 
in this conference. 

Rev. J. H. White stated that ho had laid 
tho case of the Kamloops district before the 
committee of fiuance, which sit in Toronto, 
and had been assured of the sympathy of 
that committee. 

Rev. Dr. Cii'man said that tho question 
was a very difficult one ; that one body 
made tho appointments und created the 
fields, and another body had to raise the 
funds. He hoped tho conference would 
present the whole case to tho next meeting 
of the general board.

Is tho New Order of Things to Ho Com- 
mended? 

Tho right of woman to work is nn in- 
herent one. Nobody has ever disputed 
it or tried to take it away. Among no 
class of people, either savage or civi- 
lized, has woman been relieved from 
bearing a part of tho burdens. The 
present age, however, is evolving a great 
change in tho status of woman's work — 
an evolution that is akin to a revolution. 

It was tho great upheaval of tho civil 
war which carried tho men to tho front 
and gave tho women the opportunity to 
fly off in innumerable tangents from that 
sphere which had held them by the grav- 
ity of all powerful social custom. Thoso 
who taste the sweets of freedom do not 
return to the bonds, and women will 
never again permit others to limit their 
areas. Tho last quarter of a century 
has wrought marvels, and tho recent 
census tells tho story in its record of 
3,500,000 women in tho United States en- 
gaged in 4,467 wage earning occupations, 
including with but few exceptions all 
the avocations followed by men. 

So great a change in so short a space of 
time has naturally aroused the interest 
of tho student of social questions, and 
be is beginning to ask where this inno- 
vation is to end. "Here," ho says, "are 
8,500,000 women, exclusive of thoso en- 
gaged in domestic service, who have be- 
come breadwinners. This vast body has 
gone out from home, has entered into 
competition with men, has taken up a 
work never before attempted by women. 
They have rendered themselves inde- 
pendent of the assistance of fathers and 
brothers. They have made it no longer 
necessary that they should marry for 
support." 

What is the result of this new depar- 
ture? How will it affect tho home, the 
marriage relation, social conditions? 
What will be the effect on tho character 
of the women? These aro tho questions 
that present themselves. Woman is in 
tho business world; she is thero to stay ; 
sho has done most of the things which 
not long ago it was declared she could 
not do; sho intends to level such obsta- 
cles as are still in her way; she can never 
again bo relegated to her old position, 
but must go on and on under the new 
dispensation. Does it mean improve- 
ment or deterioration for the race? 

We are sometimes touched with sad- 
ness when we see the long procession of 
girls and women in tho early morning 
hours going to their daily tasks and at 
nightfall returning weary aud heavy 
footed. And yet it is . well. It gives 
a sturdy sense of independence to be 
ablo to earn one's living that is just 
as grateful to a woman as to a man. 
Tho lessons a girl learns as a breadwin- 
ner will bo of the highest value to her as 
long as sho lives. Sho learns, first of all, 
punctuality and tho value of time, then 
method and system in work, self con- 
trol, an acceptable manner of dealing 
with different kinds of people, discretion 
in speech, industry, attention to details. 
All of these things aro of as great im- 
portance in tho household as in tho store 
or tho office. 

Another valuable lesson learned by 
women who aro engaged in somo wage 
earning occupation is that business life 
as well as domestic life litis it,", cares and 
annoyances. Tho woman who knows 
only tho latter is apt to imagine that 
there aro no trials to compare with those 
of the household. Servants, children, 
company, etc., makeup the sum of earth- 
ly ills, while tho husband goes clown 
street and has a good time all day long. 

It is healthful and invigorating for a 
woman to learn to stand alone. Tho 
"clinging ivy" typo is passe. It belongs 
to that ago of romanco when tho hero- 
ines either fainted or burst into tears on 
every pago of tho favorite novel. Thero 
aro times when every woman feels tired 
and discouraged and wants a good, 
strong oak of a man to cling to, but he 
is not always at hand, and sho should 
know how to weather tho storm if ho is 
absent. 

Tho unworthy argument is often made 
that the social conditions which permit 
women to be financially independent will 
tend to prevent marriage. It would be 
far better for society and for the family 
if all thoso pooplo remained unwed who 
cuter into marriage through' financial 
considerations, It has always been con- 
ceded that no man should marry until 
he is able suitably to support a wife. 
This is right, for it is a woman's province 
as a wife to devote herself to tho care of 
her homo and family, and she cannot do 
this properly if sho must also help earn 
the living. 

Marriage should lie founded upon love 
and not upon expediency. The girl who 
is not able to take care of herself must 
find a husband who will undertake the 
responsibility and relieve her father of 
tho burden. A man of high idenis would 
scarcely realize them in a marriage un- 
der these circumstances. A woman can 
give her hand with perfect dignity only 
when she can show that no mercenary 
spirit enters into the compact. Men are 
beginning to understand this aud to seek 
wives among those women who are mak- 
ing a brave light for themselves and 
learning to stand alone. Observation 
will show that such girls as a rule marry 
more desirable husbands than those who 
live in idleness and watch for an eligible 
chance. Tho standard of marriage is 
thus elevated among both men .and wo- 
men. 

The fear that this life of independence 
will destroy the desire for marriage on 
the part of women is scarcely worth 
considering. Women turn to marriage 
with tho same natural instinct as the 
child turns to its mother. Every woman 
dreams of a homo and a husband, but 
she wishes the husband to bo ono whom 
she can love, honor and cherish, rather 
than one whom sho marries because of 
tho worldly goods with which she may 
bo endowed by him. The woman who 
is ablo to take care of herself can wait 
for this man, bo his coming soon or late, 
and when he comes no ono will so thor- 
oughly appreciate his loving protection 
and the restful comfort of a happy homo 
as that woman who has stood alone 
through all tho years, braving the storms 
with courageous heart, but glad to find 
the haven and anchor her boat.

HAWAIIAN AFFAIRS, 



Spreckels Addresses the Srigrar Plant- 
ers—No Pension fiovided tyieen 
Liliuokalani- 



Annexation DiecusHOtl— Commissioner 
Blount's Position Deflned-Sedition 
Laws Under Consideration. 



Honolulu, May 4. — Tho proposition to 
establish a Hawaiian Republic is not gain- 
ing ground. Mr. Wiloox, representing 
Hawaiian interests in tho scheme, though a 
liberal, has abundonod tho agitation, and 
his paper has been suspended for the time 
boing. Colonel Volncy Ashford confesses 
that he has concluded that it ia best to wait 
and ascortain what tho United States in- 
tend to do. 

Tho Spreckels boom for tho republican 
project has also apparently como to naught. 
At a meeting of planters called by Mr. 
Spreckela, of whom about 250 wero present, 
the latter explained his ideua in detail and 
offered for adoption a communication to the 
President, through MinisterStuvens, oppos- 
ing annexation because of the difficulties it 
would place in the way of obtaining the 
cheap labor neceBsary for plantation work. 
The mtter was referred without much dis- 
cussion, und at a subsequent meeting the 
communication was shelved, somo of tho 
planters present declaring themselves ready 
to concede anything to securo annexation. 
Mr. Spreckela was disappointed, and left 
May 2 for Maui, where he hopes to consoli- 
date the Spreckelsvillo plantation with tho 
Haiku and Paia plantation. 

Nothing has been doiio towards pension- 
ing the deposed Queen. President Dole 
stated to tho United Press correspondent 
that while Mr. Neumann, he had been told, 
was discussing a proposition to securo n re- 
version of tho Queen's 'alleged rights to the 
Provisional Government for SlTi.OOO a year 
payable to her, no auch proposition had 
been mado to the Government. He did not 
care to Bay what would bo the disposition of 
tho Government in case euch a proposal wero 
made, but several of the council are said to 
favor granting her a pension providing the 
Queen will agree to insist oa her supporters 
ceasing political work. 

A convention of the Hawaiian Patriotic 
League assembled on May 1, fifty delegates 
being present from all points. The object 
of tho convention was to frame a memorial 
to Commissioner Blount t-qpressive of the 
native wishes in tho matter of government. 
Petitions wero pi eientcd from the country 
districts for the perpetuation of tho mon- 
archy ; opposing annexation ; favoring the 
perpetuation of independence and the con- 
tinuance of the Hawaiian flag as the flag at 
Hawaii. After some speech making, a com 
mitteo was appointed to draw up in secret 
session a resolution to be prosented to the 
United States commissioner and tho con- 
vention adjourned. The memorial to bo 
presented *° Mr. Blount by tho committee 
on May 2. 

A ''-'.egattdh from tlics Maui Annexation 
club visited Commissioner Blount on May 
2. Mr. Kalua, in addressing the commis- 
sioner, said tho delegation wished to assure 
him that tho annexation sentiment was 
growiDg in favor among the natives as well 
as foreigners on tho islands. Mr. Blount 
asked the chairman if, in the event of an- 
nexation, the natives expect to become 
voters, to which Kalua replied affirmatively. 
Tho delegation also called on President 
Dole, Minister Stevens, and Consul General 
Severance. 

The members of tho Advisory Council, 
headed by Vice-President Damon, called on 
Mr. Blount on April '11, when Mr. Blount 
said : " I camo hero to examine into the 
state of the country, and mint therefore 
carefully confine myself to my duties. I 
have of necessity interviewed a great many 
people and have accumulated a large quan- 
tity of material, but as yet havo not gone 
very deeply into statistics and figures con- 
nected with tho islands. This, however, I 
intend to accomplish later ou. The short- 
ness of the time at my disposal has uteessi- 
tated my meeting individuals as I cm 
arrange for them. Ia other words, I must, 
husband my time and condense my work." 
Referring to a possible trip to the 
other islands, Mr. Blount said: " I do not 
want to go out to the other islands. I have 
tuken considerable responsibility upon my 
self in lowering the Hag, und I want to re- 
main here so that I could order tho troop < 
ashore in case of any trouble." It ia though) 
by many people here that the Corumissionei 
will order the American flag to bo hoisted 
again before returning home, 

Tho situation summarized is that the Pro- 
visional Government believes itself strong 
enough to quell any disturbance, and main- 
tain itself in authority. The finances are 
ample for carrying on the Government, The 
annexation sentiment ia quietly strengthen- 
ing, but the delay in the Battlement of the 
question is injurious ta the business inter- 
ests. The Government has lately been re- 
vising tho sedition and treason laws and 
modeling them afterthe Queensland statutes. 
During their consideration Councillor Em- 
meluth introduced tho following resolution : 

" Whereas tho Provisional Government 
was organized on the 17th day of January, 
for the purposo of furthering tho annexation 
of these islands to tho United States; and, 
whereas this Provisional Government has 
boon recognized by all the representatives 
of foreign powers aa the sole Government of 
these islands: 

" Resolved, that tho agitation for the 
restoration of tho ex-Queen or any political 
purpose other than that for which tho Gov- 
ernment has been organized, is hereby de- 
clared to bo within tho meaning of tho 
Sedition Act and tho Police department are 
hereby instructed to proceed against all per- 
sons making themselves liable under said 
act." 

Aftor much discussion tho resolution was 
referred to the executivo council. 

Tho U.S.S. Adams arrived on April 20 
and relieved the Mohican, which started 
homeward on May 1. Admiral Skcrrett 
transferred his flag to the Boston and took 
up his quarters on hhoro. Tho Mohican's de- 
parture was delayed about two hours, owing 
to tho fact that as alio was about to turn 
toward tho channel, she struck upon tho 



reef, without, howover, any injury to her 
hull. The accident was not, aa far bb could 
bs ascertained, any fault of the officers or 
crew; but a stray line became entangled in the 
propeller. The Mohican was aaluted as she 
passed out by tho other cruisers, with the 
exception of tho Japaneso frigate Naniwar. 
The officers of the Boston ex poet that she 
will ha relieved in September by the 
Atlanta. 

British ship Greta, Capt. Garland, arrived 
April 30, sixty-four days from Newcastle, 
with a cargo of coal, and reports that on 
April 21 the hull of a vessel was sighted 
floating. Steam was also seen issuing from 
tho wreck, which had evidently been on 
fire. Tho name of the vessel could not bo 
ascertained, but she wua evidoutly a 12,000 
ton iron four-masted Bchooner, totully dis- 
masted, The wreck was about 1,'200 miles 
from Honolulu, and iB thought to bo tho re- 
mains of tho burned vessel erroneously 
reported some time ago to be tho John Ena, 

QUICKEST YET. 

Tho Eastward Atlantic Kceord Beaten by tho 
New Cunard Liner "Campania." 

Qukknstown, May 12. —The new Cunard 
liner Campania, Captain Haines, which 
sailed from New York for Liverpool on Muy 
0, arrived at Queenstown at hulf-paBt nine 
this morning, having made the passage from 
Sandy Hook to Queenstown in livo days, 
seventeen hours and forty-two minutes, the 
quickest passage eastward yet made by any 
steamer. The passengers cheered enthusi- 
astically upon coming into harbor, and the 
crew of the Campania showed much jubila- 
tion over their victory. Tho Campania 
passed the Paris, of tho American line, when 
109 miles east of Sandy Hook. Tho Cam- 
pania had paused Sandy Hook lightship at 
11:13 a.m. on Saturday, May 0, and 
the Paris bad passed tho lightship at 
10:58. Tho Paris made tho best time 
to Piro Island, but tho Campania improvod 
as her muchinery got thoroughly to work, 
and after passing the Paris at 10!) miles east, 
tho Campania did not sight the Paris again 
during the voyage to Queenstown, although 
the ocean track for Southampton does not 
diverge from that to QueenBtown for about 
1.SU0 miles. From the time of passing 
Sandy Hook" until noon of Saturday, tho 
Campania mado 2!)0 miles: during tho next 
twenty-four hours, ending Sunday at noon, 
4S1 miles; till Monday noon, 491) miles; till 
Tuesday noon, -17-1 miles; till Wednesday 
noon, 517 miles; till Thursday noon, 4!).'i, 
and from Thursday noon until 0:30 a.m. to- 
duy, 444 miles. The best previous east- 
ward record was that of the Inman Liner 
City of New York, in August last, live duys, 
nineteen houra and fifty-seven minutes, aa 
against the Campania's tivo days, seventeen 
houra and forty-two minutes. 

LlVEltroOL, May 12. — The Campania 
landed her passengers hero at 10 a.m., and 
thus heat all previous records. She Bteamed 
from Queenstown to Liverpool in 10 hours 
and minutes, or at the rats of 22 48 knots 
per hour. Tho officers of the Campania 
cannot say enough in praise of her engines 
and her sea going qualities. The Cunard 
company iB receiving numerous telegrams of 
congratulation, 



NEWFOUNDLAND AND CANADA. 

The Legislature of tho Island Declares It 
Inopportune to Discuss 
Confederation. 

MoxTltEAL, May 12 — A cable dispatch 
from St. Johns, Nfld., says that on the 
motion of Mr. Murray in the Legislature, 
yesterday, tho question of Confederation 
with Cannda sprang up on a resoluticn 
based upon tho nominations of the recett 
conference held in Halifax between the 
Dominion and Newfoundland ministers. 
Premier Whiteway deo'arod that while ho 
was not strongly opposed to Confederation, 
ho did not consider the present time oppor- 
tune for discussing the matter. Ko be- 
lieved the vuat majority of the people of tho 
Island were ugainst Confederation, and ho 
did not care to touch on tho matter without 
a mandate from tho people, and even then 
he must have a good majority to do so. 
Mr. Morine, an ardeni Confedcrationist, 
took the same view of the question, and a 
motion to consider the resolution was do- 
feoted ou division by a large majority. 

ROYAL SPANIARDS. 

Infanta Enlalia at Havana— Funeral of Ad- 
miral Gomez, of Lone. 

HAVANA, May 12. — The Infanta Eulalia 
and her husband, Prince Antoino d'Orleans, 
visited the Casa Bencficencia yesterday, 
whero they laid the comer stone of a build- 
ing to be devoted to the benefit of the 
working people At a later hour 
they attended a bull-fight. Tho Infanta 
and Princo Antoine arrived at tho bull light 
just at tho moment that tho celebrated 
matador, Checho, was killing tho third bull. 
The Infanta gave Checho one of her rings 
in token of admiration for the powers and 
skill displayed by him. 

Tho funeral of Admiral Gomez y Lono, 
who commanded tho Spanish vessels of war 
in the recent naval parade in New York 
harbor, and who contracted his illness 
through exposure in the rainstorm on the 
day of tho review, and died here on Wed- 
nesday last, took place to-day. 

TROUBLE AT PUYALLUP. 

Troops Called on to Prevent (lift Grading of 
a Hallway Across the Reserve. 

Tacoma, May 12. — Troops arrived from 
Vancouver, Wn, , to-day, to eject Frank 
Rose and his Indian force from tho Puyal- 
lup reservation. Roso has had a largo 
force of Indians grading for a railroad across 
the Puyallup reservation, and has refused 
to obey tho orders of Agent Colls or Major 
French to vacate. Trouble is ex- 
pected to-morrow, aa Ross and 
tho Indians flatly refuso to stop 
work. Should the troops forcibly eject 
them the matter will bo carried into court, 
as tho Indinns have land in severalty and 
hold patents of their claim. They can 
grado over their own lands if they wish.
